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RENEE PSIAKIS: Recent Photographs 
April 2 to May 2, 1993 


Renee Psiakis takes photographs of people, and most frequently 
takes them of her daughter, Anna. In each image, even when it 
appears that the photograph was taken with the subject unaware, 
there is the suggestion that her subjects have taken a pose. 
Watchfully, her subjects act, clear and conscious of the camera, 
sometimes both seducing and confronting. They establish relationship 
with the photographer, and, through the photographer's lens, with 
the viewer. 

This relationship does not please as much as it offers to reveal, 
to tell secrets, to expose motivation. It is at times disquieting, 
as it almost seems startling to know so much. With Renee's photo¬ 
graphs of her daughter, this process becomes more complex. It 
might be that Anna poses, in part, as reflection of the artist. 


Renee Psiakis grew up in metropolitan Cleveland. She received 
a B.F.A. (1975) and an M.F.A. (1981) from Ohio University, Athens, 
Ohio. The Ohio Arts Council has awarded her with their prestigious 
Indidual Artist Fellowships three times - in 1983, 1987, and 1990. 
Her one-person exhibitions include Seigfried Gallery, Ohio University 
(1981); Maine Photographic Workshops Gallery, Rockport (1981, 1982, 
1987, 1990, 1991). She exhibited, with her husband, Bill DePalma, 
photographs from their joint "County Fair" project at Options 
Gallery, Odessa, Texas (1988) and FAVA Gallery, Oberlin (1989). 

Her group exhibitions include the JCC Photography Show, Cleveland 
Heights (1977-Best of Show, 1986, 1987, 1988-Merit Award, 1989- 
Merit Award); FAVA Six State Inivitaitonal (1986, 1987), Gund 
Gallery, Columbus (1989); and the William 3usta Gallery (1992). 

Since 1981 she has been an Instructor of Photography at Cuyahoga 
Community College and has also annually been a Summer Resident 
Instructor at the Maine Photographic Workshops. She lives with 
her husband, Bill DePalma and her daughter, Anna in Cleveland 
Heights.

The enclosed photographs are part of a project I have 
been working on since 1979, dealing with the county fair. There 
are many aspects to the work and many levels of interpretation, 
depending upon the audiences knowlendge of the medium and their 
level of involvement with the images. But in any sense, I feel 
the images are very "photographic 11 in their concerns, that is, 
dealing with the qualities inherent to the medium itself. 

I view the fairs as artificial environments, constructed 
temporarily then removed. The rides, games, booths etc. become 
backdrops or stages for events. Characters walk through and 
interact with this environment. The colors are vibrant, gaudy, 
intense and surreal; as is the experience of being there. These 
visual elements are part of my concern. I enhance these charact- 
istics by employing a technique of long exposures and flash, 
showing blur, movement and also a frozen moment in the image. 

People and things do noy stay stationary at the fair, therefore 
the pictures show where the characters have come from, and where they 
are going. They show something which cannot be seen...the dimension 
of time. The resulting images become very theatrical and surreal, 
cut-out characters against stage-like backdrops, moments out of 
context. 


This is another aspect of the photographs, the moment 
or event itself. This is the aspect most difficult to define, 
because so much is dependant upon viewer interpretation. The 
events depicted are often humorous, ironic, or merely ambiguous. 
Juxtaposition of disparate elements in the picture will elicit 
a response from the viewer, hopefully a personal one. My intent 
is not to draw conclusions or answer questions but rather to 
present images open to interpretation, ones which invite questions 
rather than answer them.
